THE WILSON TRUST POLICY 


No one really understands 
the 


trust problem. 
It is a matter of 


guess work that would happen in 
any case. 
The Democratic policy 


does not accept the great overgrown 
trusts as a necessary and very likely 
beneficial development, as does the 
Roosevelt theory. It sees great evils 
in those vast monopolistic combina- 
tions. It has tried and is trying to 
prevent some of the more obvious of 
these evils. 


Nor does it make the error of the 


Taft 
administration, 
in 
forcing 


through prosecutions only to be sat- 
isfied with merely nominal results. 
It amounts to nothing to shift over 
securities on paper, to change money 
from some one's right hand pocket 
into his left, to draw a chalk line 
across an office, and call it one cor- 
poration on one side, and another 
business on the other, expecting the 
two separated concerns to engage in 
competition.

They get reckless with other people's 
millions, and toss them around as 
you would throw dog biscuit to a yel- 
low pup. If there are economies in 
these big consolidations, the consum- 
er rarely gets the benefit. 


The day of the small producer,

War-Making hi the Dark 


Asking the question, "Can Europe ever again tolerate the 


appalling peril of secret diplomacy?" the conclusion of the Lon- 
don Daily News is that "the example of the United States must 
hereafter become the model of the civilized world." 


It is early in the present struggle to begin balancing the 


books, but one such expression as this gives us an accurate fore- 
cast of some of the accounts that are going to be settled, not by 
kaisers and kings, but by the people, when peace shall have been 


' restored. 


Monarchy has always sneered at American diplomacy as of 


the shirt-sleeve variety. Because it was open, direct and honest, 
it was pronounced uncouth. 
Because it refused to engage in 


intrigue, it was held to be deficient in skill. Because it kept 
faith, it was pityingly regarded as maladroit. But the worst of 
its offenses has always been publicity. 


The war now raging in Europe is the direct result of roy- 


alty's secret diplomacy. For a generation past the great arma- 
ments there have been falsely represented as making for peace, 
when we all know now that they were making for war. Every- 
thing relating to supreme governmental policies has been secret 
except tne existence ot the colossal war machines and the crush- 
ing taxes which have sustained them. 


In this way the censorships of peace have been almost as 


"drastic as the consoi ships of war. 
A handful of men in each 


country knew what was going on 
Hundreds of millions who 


are now arrayed against each other in battles as secret as the 
diplomacy that led to them had no more knowledge of the true 
situation than their relatives at home have now whether fathers, 
sons and brothers at the front are alive or dead. 


To praise the American idea of diplomacy 


is to exalt democracy. —The New York World (Ind.). 


G. O. P. Has No Material for a Campaign 


Text Book—Futile to Criticise Wilson Ad- 
ministration—Party in Sorry Plight. 


Washington, D. C , October 19.—Democrats were amused at 


the report circulated today that the Republican Congressional 
Campaign. Committee will not issue a text book this year because 
of the failure of the committee to agree on the line of attack. 


The split occurred, it is stated, when one element sought to 


assail the Underwood-Simmons tariff law and the banking and 
currency act. Several members of the Republican organization 
voted for these two measures, as did many other Republicans, 
and they refused to condemn laws which they had approved. 


Republicans secretly admit that they have absolutely no basis 


for criticising the Wilson administration or the record of the Dem- 
ocrats in Congress, and least ot all the tariff and currency laws, 
both of which have been commended to the conntry. 


Until the European war drove them off the front pages of 


even stand-pat Republican organs, a. small coterie of Republicans 
in the House and Senate crowded the Congros-ional Record with 
"panic" speeches, plainly intended for use in their text books. 


But the hoped-for panic did not materialize and the minority 


lias been at a loss toi campaign ammunition. Opposition to the 
war revenue measure is now being used as eleventh-hour "talk- 
ing point." 


"The country is with Wilsou end any attempt to criticise

Straws Show Democratic Gains 


The Democratic State Committee, to substantiate its claims 


of growing strength for Palmer and McCormick through the 
State, made public yesterday several reports received at head- 
quarters during the past few days concerning straw votes and 
canvasses and other items ot news, showing a distinct drift of 
sentiment to the Democratic ticket. 


One of the significant items was a straw vote reported from 


a trainmen's rest room in Altoona; of 60 Pennsylvania Railroad 
conductors, engineers and biakemen, only two favored Brum- 
baugh as against McCormick, and one of these was going to vote 
for Palmer against Penrose. 
Palmer received more than two- 


thirds'of the votes cast lor Senator in this gathering, Pinchot 
being favored by all the rest, with one exception. 


Another item showing the great strength of Vance McCor- 


mick in his home community was reported from a borough in 
Dauphin County, which gave Taft 64 votes in 1912 to Wilson's 
40 and Roosevelt's 36. Signed pledges of more than two-thirds 
of the voters of this borough for Vance McCormick were turned 
into headquarters. Palmer was reported to be running ahead of 
his competitors at the ratio of 7, 5^ 4, Pinchot leading Penrose. 


A third significant item was reportd from Huntingdon Coun- 


ty, the birthplace of Dr. Brumbaugh. Robert S. Seeds of Bir- 
mingham, Huntingdon County, a well-known lecturer, has offered 
his services on the stump to the Democratic State 'Committee, 
,_ 


declaring that he is anxious to help to demonstrate to the people 
of the State that the voters of Huntingdon County, who are noted 
for their independence and intelligence, are not being deceived 
by the gang's scheme to present a respectable figure-head at the 
head of their ticket, in order to help P.enrose to re-election and 


" to retain his grip upon the State government. 


In tne same county Rev. A. R. Day of Alexandria, a well- 


known Presbyterian minister,' has also offered his services to _ 
headquarters, declaring, like Mr. Seeds, that the issue in the 
State fight transcends personal considerations, and that it is 
more important that the Penrose machine be completely defeated 
and repudiated than that a personal friend should be chosen to 
office. 


If bettmg odds are an indication of the general sentiment, 


there is every reason to believe in the growing strength of the 
Democratic cause. At Harrisburg, where the Republican organi- 
zation is aways lavish in its betting offers, and where its most 
stalwart rooters are stationed, three weeks ago.money was posted 
oy State job-holders at 3 to 1 on Brumbaugh. Several hundred 
dollars of this money was quickly gobbled up, and within a week 
the odds had fallen to 2 to 1. The Brumbaugh money was quickly 
covered, and the best that is now offered is even money on the 
State fight There is no Penrose money in sight.

Hinton, W. Va., October 19.—Oc- 


tober 12 was Columbus day.

discovered America.

Columbus was born of humble par- 


entage; left school at the age of 15 
and worked with his father for a 
year. During this time he was rest- 
less, as he had made up his mind to 
become a sailor. 
This was much 


against his father's wishes. 
Howev- 


er, he disregarded his father's wishes 
and made a voyage to Iceland. 
At 


the end of his voyage the captain of 
the boat commended the lad for his 
excellency in seamanship. 
We are 


told that during his spare moments 
at sea Columbus spent his time in 
study, for he had, even before he 
went to school, determined to be 
'something" on the water. 
At an 


early age he mastered the art of 
drawing charts thus fitting himself 
for the business as a practical sea- 
man. He became a man of letters of 
the highest type. 
His mind grew 


and he soon conceived the idea that 
much of the world was unnamed and 
undiscovered and he began his plans 
many years later. 


He asked the city of Genoa to fit 


him out with an expedition but they 
refused. He then turned his plea for 
help to the king of Portugal, but 
he also refused and directed him to 
meet "and lay his plans before the 
Geographical Committee. These men 
listened to Columbus. They decided 
that such an expedition as Columbus 
laid out before them would not be 
at all! practical. 
They, however, de- 


ceived him by sending out a light 
fleet according to his plans but with- 
out his knowledge 
This was an in- 


sult to Columbus who, when he heard 
of it, determined to go to Spain. 


Columbus was in debt, having 


spent his all in trying to further his 
plans. 
He left Lisbon at night, tak- 


ing his son with him in order to es- 
cape his creditois. His wife refused 
to accompany him and, it is said, that 
Columbus never saw her again 
He 


laid his plans before the King of 
Spain but he, like the king ot Portu- 
gal, turned a deaf ear to his eloquent 
explanation of his plans 
However, 


he refused to give up his ideas. 
In 


the meantime 'he was reduced to the 
lowest poverty, even going out beg- 
ging for food for his son. When ask- 
ing for rood he had a chance to talk 
with the Monks about his plans. The 
confessor to the queen heard his 
story and at once wrote to the queen 
beggrag her to listen to the wonder- 
tul storj of this man Columbus. She 
at once answered asking this confes- 
sor to bring the remarkable man to 
her presence. 
After reaching the 


queen he T\as asked what favors he 
expected 
At once he asked for the 


rank of vice admiral and a royalty 
ot all he should discover besides a 
tenth of all that should be gained. 
These favors the king at once refused 
to grant 
Columbus in great despair 


and dismay then started for France 
to ask the king of that country to 
aid him. However, Isabella finally 
concluded to finance the expedition 
and the confessor was sent post haste 
to bung Columbus before her. He 
was overtaken and brought back to 
the audience chamber of the Alham- 
bra where Queen Isabella received 
him. 
This most wonderful man knelt 


at the feet of the queen who stood 
read} to pledge her jewels to raise 
the necessary funds for the voyage. 
The king joined in her way of think- 
ing before she hocked her jewels. 


In those days men were not so 


fond of adventure as they are now- 
adays and it was some time before a 
crew could be secured. 
However, a 


crew was finally signed up. On Fri- 
day, 
August 3, 1492, the little fleet 


weighed anchor and set out for a 
world then unknown. A large crowd 
assembled to see them off and many 
of the women sobbed aloud, no doubt 
feeling that they would never see 
their husbands again. At the time of 
their sailing Columbus is said to 
have had quite an air of authority. 
Although only 53 years of age his 
hair was white. 
His habits were 


said to have been quite simple and he 
was very religious. As the little fleet 
sailed to the west 'tis said that Co- 
lumbus frequently consulted the map 
which he had drawn himself. 
Tbia 


same map is now in the 
naval 


museum at Madrid and when your 
readers visit ye ancient city let them 
go and inspect it. 'Tis said that it 
attracts but little attention nowadays. 


Soon afer being out to sea, the 


sailors 
became 
disheartened 
and 


threatened a mutiny, but Columbus 
quieted them by saying that if they 
did not see land in a certain number 
of days that he woultf return to 
Spain. A couple days more and two 
pelicans were seen 
This made every

pouiids and is 17 feet in height. 
It is the tribute of the United States 
to Columbus. 
Many of the large 


cities have a memorial to Columbus.

Jams American Mills 


Europe's Struggling Armies 


Look to the United States 


for Food and Clothing 


Orders for Underwear, Cotton Sheets, 


Sweater Coats, Blankets, Shoes, 
Harness, Auto Frames and Trucks 
Are Showered Onto United States 
Manufacturers—Will Pay the War 
Tax Many Times Over. 


New York, October 19.—Foreign business coming to the 


United States in the shape of huge orders for army supplies will 
pay the emergency tax, which it is now necessary to levy to assure 
the U. S. Treasury an ample working balance, many times over. 
This strict neutrality of this country enforced by President Wilson 
enables the American manufacturers and laborers to reap the 
benefits of this opportunity 


As summarized by the New York Journal of Commerce, this 


is the situation: 
,. 


"Investigation in several leading trade lines shows that " 


within the past month there has been a most encouraging flow of 
new and extensive orders for such important articles from our 
American mills as blankets, cotton goods, leather and steel. The 
war, according to recent indication, has brought to many of our 
largest corporate manufacturing organizations not a Jew orders 
for their products, which will keep them busy in operations for 
some time at least and in one or two instances establish new 
records for amounts of materials required to fill single orders. 
* 
* * * 
"The increasing activity of agents or buying contractors repre- 


senting foreign countries, both neutral and belligerent, according 
to some trade leaders, has induced a feeling of the greatest confi- 
dence for the immediate and near future of our industrial opera- 
tions, which, in turn, cannot help but exert a beneficial influence 
toward bringing about general improvement of business in the 
United States. 


"Advices received from Middle West cities show that large 


orders have been placed by some of the European belligerent 
nations for leather in large quantities and shoes., The confirma- 
tion of rumors concerning the competitive race which is on at the 
plant of the Bethlehem Steel Company among manufacturers of 
automobile trucks to win the record orders for such trucks about 
to be placed through tha.ni company for the French and Russian 
governments has been but one of the many indications of a real 
boom in export buying which practically every branch of our 
American automobile and auxiliary trades now believe has begun. 
The heavy foreign purchasing, it is stated, furthermore, will not 
end with the close of hostilities in Europe, according to those now 
participating, but may easily be expected to continue in even far 
greater proportion after the war than is now being realized. Ac- 
cording to one optimistic estimate of the increase in export trade 
which our domestic manufacturers of automobiles will realize 
after war concludes, the output of our plants will be quadrupled 
over the present capacity.

"The textile industries have also come in for a good share of 


the extra foreign business already necessitated by war operations 
abroad. 
Several large New York State underwear mills are 


now running full and over time, in some cases, on orders received 
from foreign governments for use of the armies at war in Europe. 
In addition to the orders already reported on wool underwear, it 
was learned on Saturday that good-sized contracts of this kind 
have been placed for men"s cotton fleece-lined underwear. 
The 


amount is not divulged, but it is known to,be large, and enough 
to keep mills busy for some time. 


"Sweater Coat manufacturers have also put in bids for orders 


of 500,000 garments each'from the English and French govern- 
ments. 
Orders are expected on this business during this week. 


Coats costing from ?16.50f to $18 a dozen are wanted. 
Khaki 


color is preferred, but gray will be taken, it is said. Orders of 
such size, of course, can not be handled by one or two mills in the 
delivery time that is wanted, so the business is expected to be 
parcelled out among a number of mills 


"Additional orders for 20,000 dozen cotton sheets for export 


are being figured on by mills. 
As previously reported, orders 


from foreign governments have already been received on 40,000 
dozen cotton sheets.

"The stimulating effect of the war upon local industries is 


clearly indicated in many other ways. Sharon, Pa., reported on 
Saturday that the Briggs-Seabury Ordnance Company, which for 
the past two years has been manufacturing automobile frames 
and bodies, has leceived an order, said to be from the French 
government, for 2,500 auto trames to be delivered within the 
shortest possible time. The order was placed through the agent 
of a big New York exporting house and was made contingent on 
delivery of a certain number of frames within sixty days. 
The 


plant has been running at full capacity for several months past, 
but had practically reached the conclusion ot its operations under 
old contracts when it received the present order from foreign 
sources."
